by 75 percent, the Bureau of the Budget issued Bulletin 70-5, dated 12 September 
1969 (Tab 2). This bulletin contains specific instructions to implement the 
President's reduction plan and applies world wide to all construction accomplished 
from the military construction appropriations. It defines construction that is 
exempt or excluded from the reduction plan, i.e., the exclusion of projects 
urgently required for national security. It also states that the President's
